EXECUTIONS. EvanKelOB Voutsadopouloa was sentericed to death by 

the German Martial Court of Athena, for printing 
secret newspapers and executed on the 16/10/43, 

On the 2/11/43, 8 persons were executed in Athens 
: f or oommunism and spying. Only the names of the following 4- 
are known, l) Alexandrqs KatriB 2) Constandinos Maoris, aged 
20-3) Evangelos Papadas, from Thebes, aged 19- 4; loukas Tsgu- 
Stas, shepheard, from levadia, aged 22- 

On the 27th November 1943, l) Constandinos Ventouria 
2) Vassilioa Skareas 3) Illas Tsamouranis 4) loannis Kilados, . 
detained as Communists, were executed in Athene on November 27th 
1943, in reprisal for acta against the occupation authorities. 

In Jmuary 1944,. the German authorities in Athens 
announced the execution of 30 hostages, in reprisal for the mur- 
der of a soldier belonging to the Security Battalions. 

MNRREHS In July 1943, a German soldier attacked a young man 

aged 18- at Kallithea (Athens) who was trying to fill 
up his lighter with petrol leaking from the german’s car. He 
was beaten so savagely that he' died. 

On the 5/8/43, the. Germans executed without trial the 
following in reprisal for the murder of 4 german officers. 
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Prom reports received on- the 7/9/43, we learn that 3- 
civilians v/ere executed without trial in Amphilohia. 

In September 1943,.. Gormans murdered many inhabitants 
of Astakos, in reprisal for Guerillas activity. The. number of 
victims is yet unknown. ' '■ 

In September 1943, Mytika village was shelled from the 
sea.' 29 inhabitants were killed' Few days later, german detach- 
ments attacked the village and slaughtered rtiost of women and 
children . 

'^rom information dated the 12/10/43, we learn that the 
german authorities hanged 8 civilians in Agrinlon, because tele- 
graph wires had been cut between Agrinion and Aheloos bridge. 

In December 1943, german. detachments killed many pea- 
sants in Zaklarovi village. 

In Dec.embe.r 1943, .. the unarmed population of Zapanos 
village was deported to Agrinion. During the transport 2 men were 
killed by the German guards , , 

ARRESTS In April 1943, 60 civilians were arrestedas hostages 
. .in Platistomon village. (Akarnania), Nothing more of 
their fate is known. 

After Italy’s collapse, 21 hostages from Samoa together 
with 81 others detained as Communists escaped from Veas concen- 
tration camp to Syros, 
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In October 1943, the Crermans recaptured them and sent the 
21 hostages to the \veroff prisons, keeping the Communists, on .. 
Syros island. 

In December 1943, German detachments arrested 5 inhabitants 
of Asprpkampos . village. ( Akarnani a) in reprisal for Guerilla 
activity. 

During the same period 30 inhabitants of Bouzi village were 
arrested and detained as hostages. 

After December 1943, . Gerinans made chance arrests of civi- 
lian’s in the streets of Athens employing them for small compul- 
sory work, such as the transport of officers luggages, clean- 
ing houses., etc. luring December 1943, 15 inhabitants walking 
peacefully in the street (amongst them were 2 physicians)v/ere 
arrested and compelled to carry the luggage of German officers. 

In January 1944, Athanassios Loukas, was arrested in Athens 
for being a member of a Fational Organisation. He is detained 
in the Athens prisons. During his interrogation, he was savagely 
tortured and had all his teeth extracted. 

About the same period, ’P.vangelia Reizi, aged 14, was arres- 
ted and detained in prison in order to compell her father and 
brother to give themselves up. 

lyPR I S OF! n?, NTS In April 1943, Hrs Katehaki , Miss Petrahaki and; 

another girl (name unknown), all amployees of' 
the "Bank, of . Greece” were arrested in Athens for distributing 
clandestine newspapers. They were condemned to 3 1/2 years im- 
prisonment and sent to Italian prisons, from where they were 
released after the Italian armistice. . 

On the 28/8/43, loannis Peristerakis, Stamatelos from 
Dovrena arid Karamboghias were arrested by German detacliments 
in Thebes for partaking in the Guerilla movement and were sent 
before the Athens Martial Courts, Karamboghias v/as. condemned 
to 8 years imprisonment, Stamatelos was found not guilty and 
Peristerakis was detained as P.O.W, 

ILL- TREATltENTS In August 1943, Gorman soldiers entered in the 

house of VasB.lliou Tatti in N, Smyrni (Athens) 
and attempted to rape his wife. The neighbours ran to help and ^ 
succeeded in saving her. Two men of the Tatti household were 
left unconscious from blows received from the Germans, • 

In September 1943, ;Lieut. Loilos, was -.serious - 
Ijr wounded by german soldier in .Athens, because he refused to 
get off a tram when ordered to do. so. 

On the 21/11/43, Mrs. Palaska, aged 70, was 
arrested by the German Security Battalion in Hea Smyrni (Athens) 
because I .' Ghemenakis, her nephew who . was wanted, was found in 
her .house. During the interrogation the. unfortunate 
woman was tortured and. 'a few days later released in a. very poor 
state of. health. ‘ • • . 

German soldiers using as excuse the discovery 
of arms bought from Italians ,■ search every house in Athens, rob- 
bing and ill-treating the inhabitants. Thus, they entered Major 
Kyriazi Drossos' house and threatening him with their pistols, 
robbed him from an important sum' of money. 

C 0 MCIgHTR AT I ON C AJ-.P S On the 26/10/43, 43 .Greek hostages were sent 

to Germany from Gh.oudi (Athena), concentra- 
tion camp, 18 of these had been arrested in Krokeon (S-jarta) 
and 11 in Patras. 521 hostages arrested in Kaloma are detained in 
the Ghoudi concentration camp. They v/ere taken on foot to Athens 
as V7as reported in Bulletin C.41- . Hostages from Kalamas are 
also detained in Haidari concentration camp. In all some 800- hos 
tages from Kalamas are detained in these two camps. 
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On the 3 / 11 / 43 , 173 hostages of Kalomas were released 
from Kaidariou concentration camp*

Dimitri Tsagris who was arrested on the 25/9/43 with 5 other 
civilians by the Gy thi on german authorities for unknown rea- 
sons, was killed by a german soldier who thought that he was 1 
attempting to escape from prison, 

Theodores Simopoulos aged'25 years was executed at Meghalou- 
polls, in November 1943, because stores intended for the Gue- 
rillas were found hidden in his house. 

George Trembelas was hanged at Meghaloupolis for being a mem- 
ber of a National Organisation. 

In November 1943, Germans hanged 51 hostages in Milous. Their 
bodies were left hanging for 3 days. 

On the 3 / 11 / 43 , 4 german soldiers were found killed in Skala, 
Tsoukalelka and Aghia flora (Nessinia) * villages area. In re- 
prisal 230 ..inhabitants of these villages were shot. 

In Diavoliteion (Fessinis) 70 civilians were arrested for bel- 
onging toiNational Organisations, 17 of them including 4 railway 
employees were executed without trial oh the 7/11/43. 

On the 8 / 11 / 43 , 200 inhabitants of Barbati (Arghos) village- 
were executed in reprisal for the murder of 4 german soldiers. 

On the 26 / 11 / 43 , George Kpronios, Prokopios Taoukanas alias 
Frangos, Christos Papailiou alias Paloumbas, Sotir.ios Hroho- 
pouloB and Athanassios Hrissovissiotis were executed in repri- 
sal for Guerillas activities, .

In December 1943, 5 inhabitants of Kato Vlassia village 
v;ere killed 'and 5 houses burrit, 

20-30 inhabitants were killed when Ano and Kato Zagorou 
were set on fire. 

. 40 inhabitants v/ere killed when Rougkas village was set 
on fire in December 1943. 

From reports received on the 12/l2/4'3, we learn that 50- 
inhabitants of .Ahladokampos were hanged by the Germans. 

From reports received on the 12/12/43, we learn that 30- 
hostages of Patras were hanged by the Germans. The President 
and members of the War .Casualties Association were amongst 
those executed, ’ 

From reports received on the 28/12/43, 4O hostages of Tripi 
village were hanged in reprisal for Guerilla activities. 

On the I8/1/44, 18 hostages were hanged in Teghean by the 
Germans in reprisal for the murder of a German soldier. 



ARBESTS On the ll/lO/43, German detachments attacked the Rahi 
quarter (Ghithion) and arrested all the inhabitants 
taking them to Sparta. They then set fire to all the 23 houses 
of Rahi quarter and shelled it to complete destruction.

In the Pmbalav village 2 Greek civilians (identity 
unknown) aged between 30-35, were found hanged on trees ♦ land- 
: owner Kriton Prantzis, aged 48, was killed by a Bulgarian gen- 
darmerie sergeant in the Fakri village, because he refused to 
hand over the furniture of his house. 

.. Vlassis Fentos v/as killed in Alexandroupolis, for 
attempting to escape to Turkey, 

The bodies of two women v/ere found neat the bonk of. 
the Evroa. Their identity and the reasons for. their murder are 
still unknown., . 

VIbl>-.VTTONS Tri August 1943., a Bulgarian soldier raped the wife 
of Karitou, fisheman, in her house at Alexandrou- 
.. polls. During the same month, Bulgarian soldiers raped 2 women 
■ ' ih the Kiosse village, outside Alexandroupolis', who v/ere going 
to the market , . i\f ter that, they killed them and their bodies, 
were discovered 3 days la-ter by relatives. 



DEPOR T.AT I OH 3 -EXTT.ES In August 1943," the Bulgarian authorities 

called up all inhabitants of the Bulgaro 
occupied Thrace aged 19-20 and sent them to. compulsory labour 
camps in Servia and Bulgaria. 

The entire male population of Saraothraki 
has been deported, . ;
